Alaskans Ask 
Boycott of 
Japan Fish 


SEATTLE (AP)—An Amer- 
ican boycott of all canned fish 
coming from Japan was demand- 
ed by Alaska’s Bristol Bay sal- 
mon packers Tuesday. 

Major packers met here to 
discuss U.S. Interior Secretary 
Fred Seaton’s order last week 
closing Bristol Bay to United 
States salmon fishermen this 
summer. Bristol Bay is a rich 
red salmon area north of the 
Aleutian Peninsula in the Bering 
Sea. 

“The Japanese are unwilling 
to participate in any program 
for the conservation and protec- 
tion of Bristol Bay fish and are 
determined to continue wun- 
restricted fishing until the last 
salmon is gone,” W. C. Arnold, 
managing director of the Alaska 
Salmon Industry Inc., said after 
the meeting. 

The statement said the U.S. 
Government was “rightly at 
tempting to prevent decimina- 
tion of this valuable American 
fishery. But it is not going far 
enough. 

“The Japanese ought to be de- 
nied access to the American 
market not only as to salmon 
taken on the high seas in viola- 
tion of the spirit and intent of 
their solemn treaty obligation 
but also as to other canned fish- 
ery products. It seems that 
only in this way can they be 
induced to cooperate in con- 
serving North American sal- 
mon.” 

Imports of Japanese canned 
salmon the past two years have 
exceeded the total U.S. Bristol 
Bay production, the packers 
said. The Japanese high sea 
catch was described as having 
inereased from 700,000 fish in 
1952 to 19,000,000 in 1957, with 
last summer's total unrecorded.

MITO (Kyodo) — Members of 
the staff of the Japan Atomic 
Fuel Public Corporation cele- 
brated Tuesday night Japan's 
first success in producing metal- 
lic uranium in an atomic reac- 
tor. 

Japan's first artificially-pro- 
duced metallic uranium, a sam- 
ple weighing 120 kilograms, 
came out at midnight Tuesday 
from a reducing reactor at the 
corporation’s refinery inside the 
Tokaimura experiment station 
of the Japan Atomic Energy Re- 
search Institute. 

The uranium project, whose 
success marked a memorable 
stride in Japan’s atomic metal- 
lurgy, was launched last Jan. 27 
under the guidance of William 
A. Nixon of Weinrich and Asso- 
ciates chemical engineers of 
the US. The raw materials 
used included crude uranium 
ore, known as “yellow cake,” 
imported from South Africa. 

Nixon joined about 30 jubilant 
Japanese engineers of the refin- 
ery in toasting the production 
of the nation’s first metallic ura- 
nium sample, technically called 
“derby.” It will be cut up and 
molded by today into three bar- 
shaped ingots, each 60 centi- 
meters long and 12.5 centimeters 
across. 

The original yellow cake had 
been processed into high-grade 
uranium tetrafiuoride which was 
mixed with powdered magne- 
sium. The mixture, weighing 
160 kilograms, was then stuffed 
into a heating bomb and placed

Diet Library Gets _ 
U.S. Microfilms 


Microfilmed official documents 
of the defunct Japanese Army 
and Navy have been presented 
to the National Diet Library by 
the East Asia Institute of 
Columbia University. 


The official documents were 
seized by the U.S. Occupation 
Forces after Japan’s surrender 
and brought to the United 
States to be studied by the De- 
fense Department as well as 
scholars in the U.S. 


The originals of the official 
documents were returned to the 
Defense Agency last summer. 

The East Asia Institute of 
Columbia University had earlier 
microfilmed important parts of 
the official documents as part 
of its study of modern Japan 
history.

‘Some Came Running’ 


By DONALD RICHIE 


“Some Came Running,” open- 
ing March 27 at the Scalaza, is 
a film version of James Jones’ 
second novel. The movie, like 
the book, is very deep and very 
serious because Mr. Jones be- 
lieves in Literature and thinks 
that it should have both "ody 
and weight. This book is an 
example. It has bedy (1,266 
pp.) and weight (2 lbs. 11 oz.) 
and this makes Mr. Jones a very 
Serious and Dedicated Author. 


Just how serious he is be 
comes apparent in an -arly 
scene when Frank Sinatra, back 
from the wars, unpacks his 
duffle-bag and out pours just 
about all cf the Viking “Port- 
able Library” series. He loves 
literature too—just like Mr. 
Jones. He pats F. Scott Fitzge- 
rald and he slaps Steinbeck 
heartily on the spine. But the 
one he likes best is the Portable 
Hemingway. When he gets to 
that one he has to take several 
belts of whiskey to steady him- 
self. He is no sissy, you see, 
even though he does like to 
read. 


And in this way we know 
how Mr. Jones feels about liter- 
ature. He feels very deeply. 
And since he is one of those re- 
freshing authors (like Mickey 
Spillane and Jack Kerouac, also 
grandchildren of the Great 
Hemingway) who writes only 
about himself, we may feel 
more or less free to confuse 
Jones with Sinatra and the 
other way around. 


Mr. Jones would seem to ap- 
prove of this and that nasty 
“Saturday Review” went so far 
as to call the book “sheer setf 
indulgence”—so I guess we are 


on the right track to True Ap- 
preciation. 


So Mr. Sinatra likes litera- 
ture. And this being so he na- 
turally attracts Martha Hyer 
who teaches Amer. Lit. 1 and 
sees through his gruff ex- 
terior and espies his genius. 
This she wants to bring out and 
there is lots of talk about his 
talent and his wasting himself 
by running around with gam- 
blers (Dean Martin) and whor- 
es (Shirley McLaine). 


But he is too good a writer 
not to know that drinking and 
gambling and whoring are posti- 
tively good for American litera- 
ture and that sitting down at 
the typewriter and working is 
positively bad, because if you 
do that you do not get Inspira- 
tion. And Inspiration is the 
Most Important Thing. 


And the second most impor 
tant thing for any writer is Sex. 
It is almost as good as In- 
spiration. Miss Hyer keeps 
saying that she is interested 
in what goes on in his head. 
But he is no sissy (as I've men- 
tioned before) and he isn’t in- 
terested in her head at all. But 
she is a cold type. Maybe even 
Frigid. So he doesn’t get very 
far and this is why he turns to 
Shirley McLaine—who certain- 
ly isn't Frigid. 


She loves himself for himself 
and not at all for his genius. 
And though Mr. Sinatra makes 
it clear that he is throwing- 
himself-away-on-her, they get 
married. Actually, it’s all right 
because she has a heart-of-gold. 
(One of the things that makes 
Mr. Jones great is that all his 
whores have hearts~<f-gold; all 
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It is not with Lust bat with Pure Love that Frank Sinatra 


is regarding Shirley McLaine in 
Came Running.” She is dead, 
Scalaza on March 27. 


his gamblers would give-you- 
the-shirts-off-their-backs.) Still it 
wouldn’t do for a Great Ameri- 
can Author to so lower himself, 
so she gets killed. 

And in a very beautiful and 
very literary final scene we are 
standing by her open grave and 
it is all sad-yet-glad (for, you 
see, she really died for Litera- 
ture; the pain of losing her, 
even though it was all-for-the- 
best, is going to make him get

‘The Buccaneer’ 


“The Buccaneer,” now playing 
at Yuraku Theater, is primarily 
the creation of the late Cecil B. 
De Mille, a remake of his own 
spectacle show of 1938. He had 
passed, however, the actual 
directing work on to his son-in- 
law Anthony Quinn. Backed up 
by a $6 million budget and a 
curious assortment of players, 
the picture is frankly meant to 
be a spectacle but has come 
down in quality from the usual 
De Mille spectacle pattern. 

It does not aspire to be a 
period piece in the sense of re- 
creating the past for its audi- 
ence, it is true, but it would not 
have hurt the picture if it had 
displayed a little more period 
sense and style since it owes its 
central story to the real history 
of the United States—namely, 
Andrew Jackson's victorious 
battle with the British navy on 
Jan. 8, 1815. 


His forces, overwhelmingly 


ef | Outnumbered by the British in- 


vaders, were able to win 
victory only because help came 
to them at the right moment. 
It was a French born privateer 


‘}named Jean Lafitte (Yul Bryn- 


ner) that supplied Gen. Jackson 
ammunitions and men. And the 
film centers around this outlaw 
who was then a lionized ex- 
istence on the Atlantic Ocean. 

Lafitte had a romantic 
dream of his own—to belong to 
some country, to America if 
possible and he thought he was 
paying the necessary price for 
his prospective U.S. citizenship 
when he helped Jackson win 
the war against the British. He 
also had yearnings for the elder 
daughter (Inger Stevens) of the 
governor of New Orleans (E. G. 
Marshall). 


It looked as though he were 
getting his heart’s desire. But 
at the victory ball, in the gov- 
ernor’s house, his past is ac- 
cidentally discovered, and to- 
gether with it his looting and 
burning of a U.S, passenger 
ship, the Corinthian, on which 
was traveling another daughter 
of the governor's. 


Individual performances are 
indifferent despite the assort 
ment of players. Chariton Hes- 
ton as Andrew Jackson is pret- 
tily made up into the image of 
the seventh president of the 
United States, but the resem- 
blance is no more than physical. 
Nobody else rings quite true. 
When a wide range of players 
are used, it can either contrib- 
ute to the scale and caliber of a 
film or simply remain an out- 
landish assortment, essentially 
irrelevant to the whole. And 
“The Buccaneer” appears to be 
the latter case.—FS.

treme example of it is when the 
court of a state whose business 
is to safeguard justice for men 
fails in its bounden duty and 
puts an innocent person to 
death through misjudgment. It 
is the ghastilest crime a state 
can commit against its citizens. 
And it is the right of man to 
look at facts of such error in 
the face where they should oc- 
cur, and watch closely to see 
that the error is not repeated 
again. 

This, in short, is the moral 


urge that motivated the film- 


makers of “I Want to Live” in 
producing this startling semi- 
documentary, which is opening 
tomorrow at Piccadilly. A pic- 
ture of this sort can be made 
only in an absolutely free coun- 
try. Whatever its faults, this is 
a great picture made by men 
who are not afraid to expose 
facts unflattering to their own 
state law handlers. 

On June 3, 1955, at San 
Quentin prison, California, an 
attractive 30-year-old ‘woman 
named Mrs. Barbara Graham 
was executed in the gas cham- 
ber. She was accused of mur- 
dering an old widow at the lat- 
ter’s home on the night of 
March 9, 1953, as an accomplice 
with two men after an unsuc- 
cessful robbery. 

In taking the premise that 
Mrs. Graham was innocent of 
the crime for which she was 
killed, the film adopts the view 


of Edward G. Montgomery, a 


well-known reporter for the 
San Francisco Examiner, who 


had first believed her to be 
guilty but later his 


changed 
mind and fought in his daily 
a one-man battle 
crying her innocence. 


The film, ably directed by 
Robert Wise, reviews, step by 
step, the way she met her im- 
possible fate, starting out with 
her origin as a good time girl. 
Barbara Graham had a previous 
police record for prostitution, 
perjury and a number of petty 
offenses. And it was easy for the 
sensation-mongers to stir up 
mass sentiment against her. The 
public was not surprised at the 
murder charge when it was 
leveled at her, and she became 
profitable prey to the tabloids.

‘Black Orchid’ 


In certain ways, “Black 
Orchid” (coming to Theatre To- 
kyo Saturday) reminds one of 
“Marty.” Both films are about 
life in the Italian colony in 
New York. Their world is in- 
habited by simple folks, home 
loving, neighborly and content 
with their modest way of life. 
Both pictures are based on the 
tenet that the real charm of 
life is in day-to-day living. 

But in certain other ways, it 
is not fair to speak of the two 
pictures in the same breath. It 
is not fair to “Marty,” that is. 
For the resemblance is entirely 
skin deep and one can look in 
vain for the depth and truth of 
“Marty” in “Black Orchid.” 

“Black Orchid” resembles in 
fact any other picture dealing 
with Italian communities in 
America.

—A gangling 15-year-old Brook- 
lyn high school boy who has 
been startling international 
chess circles for some time is 
beginning to arouse grudging 
admiration and interest in many 
nonplayers who are normally 
quite apathetic toward the 
game. 

The boy, Bobby Fischer, turn- 
ed up at the Manhatten Chess 
Club in dungarees and T-shirt 
recently to defend successfully 
his title as the United States 
chess champion, and he did so 
as the only player who went 
through the tournament unde- 
feated. 


Bobby, the winner also of the 
United States open chess tour- 
nament and the United States 
junior championship, has been 
taking on all comers since he 
walked into the Manhatten 
Chess Club when he was 12 
years old and astonished veteran 
players with his phenomenal 
ability at “rapid transit.” 


Rapid transit is the game in 
which a player is given only 
10 seconds in which to make a 
move. 


An international grand master 
in chess since last year, Bobby 
is already casting his eyes at 
the world chess championship 
and not a few chess masters 
who have seen his play believe 
that he will walk away with 
it if he continues playing as he 
has for the last couple of years. 


“Bobby was a demon at rapid 
transit,” one of the masters at 
the Manhatten Chess Club says. 
“We used to sit around and 
watch. Skill at rapid chess is 
always the sign of innate talent, 
the best there is.” 

Chess critics, normally filled 
with skepticism, can find no 
words to describe Bobby, 

“The Mozart of chess,” they 
call him, or “miracle boy” and 
“the greatest natural genius the 
game has ever known.” 

“Never before in all chess 
history has there been such a 
phenomenon,” was the way Dr. 
Hans Kmoch described him. Dr. 
Kmoch, once a renowned player 
himself and the author of

3rd Round of Trade Talks 


LONDON (AP)—Japan Sat 
down at the conference table 
this week for the third round of 
negotiations with Britain on a 
far-reaching formal treaty to 
stabilize all legal and economic 
relations between the two coun- 
tries.

Trends in 


There are certain basic and 
peculiar business and monetary 
ideas and practices that have 
developed and prevailed in 
Japan in recent years. And a 
proper understanding of these 
is essential to the correct eva- 
juation of current business and 
monetary trends. 


Many of these tenets came 
into being only after economic 
rehabilitation was more or less 
completed, inflation held at bay 
and the various economic con- 
trols uprooted. And as a con- 
sequence, the business cycle 
entered into the Japanese eco- 
nomic scene in full blast and 
called for the operation of busi- 
ness policy which are part and 
parcel of a free economy. 

Under an inflationary and 
controlled economy, such as 
prevailed in the immediate post- 
war years, there was no room 
for the functioning of business 
policy and business policy. 


Business Policy 

However, it is extremely diffi- 
cult to say exactly what busi- 
ness policy fits a particular 
business situation. Even in 
America there is disagreement 
over what business policy 
shou'd be applied because some 
sectors favor or condone mild 
inflation while others = are 
strongly against even creeping 
inflation. 

The Japanese situation is 
further complicated because of 
the special nature of the Japa- 
nese economy, that is, the ex- 
tremely difficult but necessary 
task of balancing two seeming- 
ly irreconciliable factors. On 
the one hand there is the urge 
and desire for fast economic 
growth to absorb and provide 
for the fast growing working 
population as well as to further 
advance national economic . de- 
velopment. .But on the other 
hand there is the balance of 
payments position which re- 
quires careful watching and 
care as it is subject to wide 
fluctuations owing to the mea- 
ger resources and high foreign 
trade dependence. In other 
words, business policy requires 
a careful balancing of these fac- 
tors. 

However, in Japan also there 
are divergent views. One holds 
that preventive measures 
should be taken in the early 
stages against possible booms, 
while the other claims that 
economic growth is all-impor- 
tant, even by means of a boom 
process. This is the reason 
why the imposition of restric- 
tive policies is usually delayed 
up to the very moment when 
the foreign exchange reserves 
are nearly depleted—a_ real 
danger signal. 

Bank Overloans 

Another peculiarity of the 
Japanese economic scene is the 
perennial “overloaned” position 
of the commercial banks. This 
situation arises because bank 
loans and investments exceed 
deposits and other liquid assets. 
The result is constant depend- 
ence on credit borrowings from 
the Bank of Japan. Because of 
this, the margin of liquid as 
sets is very small and banks 
have little or no real cash re- 
serve. When borrowings are 
deducted, there are no free re- 
serves. Hence, monetary policy 
aimed at the reserve position of 
banks has no meaning in Japan 
so long as the “overloaned” 
position exists. 

Commercial banks are con- 
stantly advised not to rely on 
central bank credits so heavily 
but to depend mainly on their 
own reserves as well as follow 
money market trends. For it is 
only then that open market

India Agrees 
To Japan Bid 
On Bailadila 


NEW DELHI (Kyodo)—India 
Tuesday accepted a formal 
Japanese bid for joint Japan- 
India development of the Bail- 
adila iron mine, 


The Japanese representation 
was made by the visiting Japa- 
nese steel industry mission dur- 
ing a meeting with Indian Gov- 
ernment representatives at the 
Indian Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry. 

The two sides decided on an 

exchange of documents Thurs- 
day to confirm the agreement 
on the project. 
The agreement makes Japan 
the first foreign nation to 
undertake the development of 
the Bailadila iron mine, one of 
the most promising iron mines 
in the world. The agreement 
paves the way for Japan’s im- 
port of four million tons of iron 
ore from India annually seven 
years from now. 

The development is to be 
completed in 1966. 

A Japan-India joint commit- 
tee is to be set up to study de- 
tails of the development project 
including appropriation of funds 
for the laying down of railways 
leading to Vizagapatam port, 
from which Bailadila iron ore 
will be shipped out, as well as 
improvement of the port's faci- 
lities. 


New Line to Link 
Hongkong, U.S. 


HONGKONG (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—The Japanese-owned Mitsu- 
bishi Kaiun Kabushiki Kaisha 
will open a new shipping line 
linking Hongkong with various 
ports of the United States East 
and West Coasts next month. 

The company’s agents in 
Hongkong said vessels would 
sail from Hongkong to San 
Francisco and Los Angeles via 
Japan. 

After calling at the West 
Coast, the vessels would then 
proceed to New York, Boston, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
Norfolk via Cristobal. 

The vessels would also ac- 
cept cargo for redirection to the 
hinterland of the United States, 
the Central and South Amer- 
ican Caribbean seacoast and the 
West Indies. 

The Gloria Maru will sail 
from Hongkong on April 13 for 
the inauguration service. The 
agents said it would take 22 
days to reach San Francisco 
and 37 to arrive at New York. 

The Victoria Maru, the sec- 
ond vessel to leave Hongkong, 
would go directly from the 
colony to Los Angeles and 
reach New York in 29 days, the 
agents added. 


U.S. Shipyard Costs 


Double Japanese 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
terms of a ship contract award 
announced by the U.S. Federal 
Maritime Board Tuesday indi- 
cated that merchant ships could 
be constructed in Japan at 
about half the cost of similar 
construction in United States 
shipyards, 

Chairman Clarence G. Morse 
announced that a contract was 
signed for four new cargo ves- 
sels to be built for American 
Export Lines by a group of 
United States companies. The 
low bid was $10,894,997 for each

According to an official state- 
ment, the Federal Maritime 


Board will pay a construction- 
differential subsidy of 48.3 per 
cent of the cost of these ves-

This subsidy ratio was based 
on estimated costs in Japan as 
the representative foreign ship- 
building center. 
, By law, the payment of the 
construction subsidy by the 
U.S. Government will:-make up 
the estimated difference  be- 
tween cost of construction in 
American and foreign yards. 
The purpose is to assure em- 
ployment of U.S. shipyards and 
skilled American shipworkers. 

Until 1958, the Federal Mari- 
time Board fixed the construc- 
tion differential subsidies bY 
comparisons between costs in 


America and _ representative 
shipyards in Europe, usually 
Germany, Belgium, or the 


Netherlands. More recent prac- 
tice has been to compare costs 
of production in the United 
States and Japan.

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A Revealing 


Communique 


Mr. Inejiro Asanuma, secretary general of the Japanese 
Socialist Party and leader of its delegation in Peiping, and 


Mr. Chang Hsi-jo, president 
Foreign A 


of the People’s Institute of 


rs, signed a joint communique Tuesday de- 


claring that the questions of politics and economics between 
the two countries cannot be separated and that the two 
matters must be settled simultaneously. 

This announcement, of course, runs counter to the de- 
clared policy of the Japanese Government which does not 
wish for any political association with Red China but is 


anxious and willing to have 


reasonable cultural and eco- 


nomic connections with that country so long as these do 
not involve any sacrifice of fundamental principles. 


Mr. Asanuma does not represent, we believe, in his 
self-imposed function as a signatory of this curious com- 
munique, any large proportion of his countrymen and we 
doubt much if he will find that he can carry all the members 


of his own political party with him in this action. 


Mr. 


Chang Hsi-jo, although a prominent Red Chinese leader, 


is not in a position to bind the Peiping Government. 


We 


may therefore regard the communique itself as a document 


of limited significance. 


Nevertheless, it is highly illustrative of leftist thinking 


and as such must be taken sufficient notice of. 


The two 


most obvious deductions that we draw from it are that 
the Communists in power in Peiping are determined, if 


possible, to bring Japan into 


as close an association with 


the Red bloc as will at least satisfy their conception of 
“neutrality,” and further that the more advanced leftist 
elements in Japan—we will not say the whole Socialist 
Party—are scheming to bring about this association and, 
in addition, to bolshevize the institutions of this country. 
This is a serious statement but it is just as well to face 
the facts that are staring us in the face. 

There are, of course, many people in Japan who are 
anxious to trade on a big scale with the Chinese mainland 
and who believe fhey can do so and at the same time stave 
off any attempts from Peiping to secure political influence 
in this country. There are also some, who perhaps would 
call themselves “moderate leftists,” who believe they can 
walk a little way with the Chinese Communists but stop 
short when it comes to out-and-out Communist totalitarian- 


ism. ° 


We fear both these classes of people are sadly mistaken. 
Their views, moreover, are dangerous in that if they secured 
ascendancy they would play right into the hands of the 
Red intriguers in Peiping. As we have emphasized before, 
the Communists are not to be satisfied with half-measures; 
they are out to gain control of as many nations as possible 
with the final object of world domination for their peculiar 


system. 


The communique declares that the Japanese Govern- 
ment must, first, immediately stop its hostile policy toward 
China, secondly, stop taking part in “two Chinas,” thirdly, 
stop obstructing the restoration of “normal relations” be- 
tween China and Japan, and take corresponding measures 
in these respects, “so as to break the present deadlock.” 

One may take note at once of the false assumptions 
here. The Japanese Government has no hostile policy 
against the Chinese mainland. In company with a large 
part of the rest of the world, Japan only recognizes 
politically one “China” and that is the Nationalist Govern- 


ment now in Taipei. 


“Normal relations,” in the view of 


the Japanese Government and people, between Japan and 
Red China would be relations based on mutual respect, 
trade and cultural exchanges but permitting no kind of 
political pressure calculated to make this country in any 
way subservient to Communist policies or to cause it to 
repudiate its friends in the Free World. 

The most revealing section of the communique would 
appear to be where it says that after Japan “smashes” the 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty, achieves complete independ- 
ence and concludes mutual nonaggression pacts with China 
and the Soviet Union, then, it can be expected that the 
military clauses against Japan in the Sino-Soviet treaty 
directed against “Japanese militarism” will naturally be- 


come null and void. 


Surely this statement would be hard to beat for half- 
veiled insult and all-out deceitfulness? 


We can hardly believe that the authors themselves 


believe that Japan, with her 


tiny self-defense forces, is a 


threat to Red China and Soviet Russia with their countless 
myriads of armed men.

Iraq Closer to Reds

BAGHDAD (Kyoco-Reuter)— 
Iraq last weekend appeared to 
be moving toward closer tiles 
than ever with the Communist 
world, 

The suppression of the re 
cent uprising in the north is 
seen here as a major defeat for 
the once-powerful Baathist 
Party campaign to unite Iraq 
with the United Arab Republic. 

One former Baathist leader 
who left a post with the Govern- 
ment when Col. Abdul Salam 
Aref, the Baathist revolution 
hero and former Deputy Prime 
Minister condemned to death a 
few months ago, told me the 
Prime Minister, Maj. Gen. Ab- 
dul Karim Kassem, was sur- 
rounded by leftists. 

But the same day, Govern- 
ment spokesman said: “We are 
not Communists or members of 
any international or foreign 
body. 

“We are independent Iraqis 
free to protect our inde 
and trade with whoever we 
wish, to our best advantage.” 

Militarily, it is still impos- 
sible to estimate the pro-Nasser 
strength in the army, but it is 
being diminished daily with the 
arrival here of trainioads of 
handcuffed rebel officers. 

It is also likely to suffer 
from a nationwide purge for 
which the leftists are now cam- 
paigning.

New Address System 
To the Editor: 

The following is a result of 
reading your very interesting 
article on Address Reform this 
morning (March 12). 


Reforming the present ad- 
dress system in large towns 
such as Tokyo is admittedly 
very difficult, chiefly because of 
the large number of narrow 
lanes running and twisting in 
all directions; and I can see no 
satisfactory solution. However, 
I would like to suggest a system 
that could be used as a supple- 
ment, or as an occasional alter- 
native to the (present or future) 
official system. 


The plan is extremely simple, 
being just a local extension of 
the method of defining geogra- 
phical position by latitude and 
longitude. But instead of start- 
ing from Greenwich or the 
equator we must find a conveni- 
ent well-fixed landmark to the 
southwest of our town—say, To- 
kyo—and then the position of 
every house (or front gate) is 
defined by its easterly and 
northerly distances (to the near- 
est decameter) from this iand- 
mark 


At most, four figures would be 
required for each distance. To 
make sure that only four-figure 
numbers will be used for many 
years, I suggest that the middle 
(if possible, the distant future 
middie) of Tokyo should be 
about (5500, 5500). 


In conjunction with these 
numbers we must have a special 
signpost at every frequented 
road corner. Each should have 
two pointers, east and north (al- 
though in theory one is enough) 
and should give the eight-figure 
address of its own position. 
Then, if you know the eight- 
figure address of the place you 
are going to, you can find it 
without knowing the official ad- 
dress, and without any map. 


For example, suppose you 
want house (3607, 8429) and 
you come to a special sign- 
post giving its own position as 
(3590, 8472). Then you know 
at once that you must go 
(about) 170 meters east and 430 
meters south. (There is an 
abacus attached to the post with 
a chain). 


A glance at the roads and at 
the pointers is usually enough 
to show you which way to start 
off, and when it’s difficult to 
choose between two roads, the 
chances are that either will do. 
Unless you are very unlucky 
you will come across another 
special signpost much nearer 
your destination, and _ that 
should enable you to find the 
house or at least to meet neigh- 
bors who can tell you the way. 


However, it should not be dif- 
ficult to produce good maps 
showing every tenth of these 
easterly and northerly lines 
(i.e. every hectometer), 
railway stations, bus stops, well- 
known buildings, and—as soon 
as possible—the names of all 
roads more than (say) four 
meters wide. Then—much more 
quickly than under the present 
system—we could find the place 
on our map and the best way to 
get there.

' The Other Side of Hongkong

HONGKONG — Perhaps the 
most striking impression gain- 
ed from my South Asian travels 
has been the extraordinary 
vigor and iniustriousness of 
the Chinese. No other racial 
group in this area. seems to 
possess the same ability to 
somehow convert a bleak eco- 
nomic prospect into a form of 
livelihood. Nowhere else is this 
better illustrated than in this 
pulsating, over-peopled ant hill 
called Hongkong. 


Filled to the point of over- 
flow by the great exodus from 
the Communist mainiand, many 
among the refugees, following 
their arrival, quickly set about 
creating new industries and en- 
terprises. They had brought 
with them to Hongkong their 
ingenuity and know-how from 
the great South China cities 
of Shanghai, Swatow and else 
where. 

Textile 

* tories, and all sorts of light in- 
custries sprouted by the hun- 
dreds in the Kowloon district 
and later to more distant areas 
o: the Colony. Most consist of 
small sweatshops, often a tene- 
ment flat converted to house a 
miniscule factory. 


There are also modern, large 


enterprises rticularly in the 
garment and textile industries 
which are housed in modern 


structures incorporating the 
latest Western systems of plant 
layout, production rationaliza- 
tion and equipment. Some of 
the garment factories that | 
have seen appear to be better 
organized than their Japanese 
counterparts. Hongkong’s new 
inaustries are becoming, to an 
increasing degree, serious com- 
petition on the world markets 
not only for the Western indus- 
trial nations but also for the 
Japanese. 


The Hongkong labor scene 
reflects the peculiar state of po- 
litical and economic pursuits. 
The average wage earner is 
under the twin pressures of a 
surplus labor market and job 
insecurity. The income of a 
single wage earner is usually 
insufficient to support the en- 
tire family and therefore all 
physically able members of the 
family attempt to find jobs. 

Nowhere in Asia have I ob 
served the work speed that 
have encountered in Hongkong 
factories. Employes produce at 
an impressive rate for they 
are usually paid on a piece 
work basis; if they prove in 
capable of maintaining the re 
quired production output there 
are plenty of hungry job seek- 
ers who can. As in Japan the 
success Of many business eén- 
terprises is on cheap labor 
and maximum utilization of the 
meager resources at hand. The 
enterprising Hongkong Chinese 
businessman and his  hard- 
working, low-paid labor force 
are a formidable match for 
their Japanese competitors. 

Hongkong trade unionism also 
bears a unique stamp. The two 
major labor groups are essenti- 
ally political rather than trade 
union organizations. The Hong- 
kong Federation of Trade Unions 
supports the Peiping Communist 
regime while the Hongkong and 
Kowloon Trades Union Council 
supports the Kuomintang Gov- 
ernment of Taiwan. Both are 
heavily subsidized by their par- 
ent political sponsors. 

According to a report from 


alsO the Commission of Labor: “The 


Federation of Trade Unions 
draws most of its strength from 
workers in the leading ship- 
yards, the utility companies, 
ocean-going ships, and some of 
the textile factories. Member- 
ship of the Trades Union Coun- 
cil, on the other hand, is con- 
centrated more among restaur- 
ant and tea-house workers, 
stevedores, and building con- 
struction workers.” 

Out of an estimated industrial 
work force of 300,000, the FTU 
claims a membership of 140,000 
and the TUC 70,000. However, 
an authoritative source states 
that only about half of the cited 
figures represent actual dues- 
paying membership.

and the poverty of wage earn- 
ers are important obstacles in 
preventing the exercise of united 
economic action to attain better 
conditions. In the event of a 
threatened work stoppage an 
emplover would be prone to dis- 
miss the recalcitrants and sim- 
ply hire a new crew. 


In other instances the employ- 
es hail from the same South 
Chinese village or clan and have 
been hired through personal re- 
lations (in Japan this practice 
is called “enko-boshu”) thereby 
reducing the possibility of work- 
er protest. Strikes in Hongkong 
are therefore rather infrequent 
and the unions find it extremely 
difficult to summon their follow- 
ers to undertake strike action 
in order to win better wages. 


Since the arena of economic 
struggle is often not a practica- 
ble one for the unions the em- 
hasis by the two contending 
federations is to win the adher- 
ence of workers by other means. 
Both the FTU and the TUC of- 
fer their supporters various 
services including maternity 
hospitals, medical clinics, wel- 
fare facilities, etc. 


The FTU provides the more 
extensive welfare and medical 
services, as an added attraction 
and an important one to a pover- 
ty-stricken worker, is the sale at 
very low prices of foodstuffs 
which it has obtained from the 
mainiand. 


While the leaders of the FTU 
are closely disciplinec and train- 
ed proletarians of local origin, 
the TUC is headed by men who 
were former politicians.

Four Benefactors 


The Japanese ple used to 
oo their life, 
happiness and well-being to 
shion or the four benefactors.

But people who use this ex- 
pression daily do not generally 
realize its meaning, and even 
think it is strange or meaning- 
less. “Okagesamade” means 
that one’s health is good and 
his business is fair, due to the 
graces of the four benefactors. 


Though the people use the 
term by habit, not knowing its 
significance, it is still a good 
and polite reply to daily in- 
quiries. 

The people were taught in 
the old days to remember the 
four benefactors and to appre- 
ciate their benevolence. In the 
past Buddha often replaced 

eaven and earth, as the idea 
was originally introduced with 
Buddhism. And in the feudal 
davs teachers were often includ- 
ed among the four. But the 
ruler, parents and shujo were 
never left out of the four. 


The idea of the four benefac- 
tors has been revealed in the 
thought and customs of the 
ple for generations. “Ok 
samade” is still used in da 
conversation. 
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
